Col. Theodore Roosevelt; assistant secretary of 
the navy, speaking on preparedness before the 
Kansas society in New York, referred to “soft 
headed pacifists,” who, he. said, would abolish the 
country’s army and navy in the belief that other 
governments would follow suit. His characteriza- 
tion seems too mild. Uader it a great many per- 
sons would escape culpability just as murderers 
frequently escape the penalty of crime through a 
plea of insanity. 

The fact is that the leaders of the pacifiste in 
this country are the reverse of soft headed. They 
are hard headed, and, in effect; bard hearted. They 
are busily, comfortably, and profitably engaged in 


| time of peace, just as all paid reformers are en- 


gaged, in making a living on the lecture platform 
and in other phases of the work of propagandizing 


They are comfortably and safely retired in time of 

war, while the men whom they ‘have handicapped 
go forth to hardship, battle, and death in the in- 
terest of the nation.

amined for bacillus botulinus and its 
products.

canned. The cans were swollen and the 
products generally tasted wrong. 

Cans of asparagus and beets were 
sometimes found swollen and sometimes 
flat. The contents of the can sometimes 
appeared natural in taste, odor and ap- 
pearance, even though they were highly 
poisonous. The same was true of ripe 
olives, Sometimes it was found that in- 
fected asparagus, beets and olives were 
not poisonous even though bacillus 
botuiinus had been added and then the 
food had been heated. 

Canned red and green peppers were 
only weakly poisonous. Botulinus did 
not appear to make much poison in these, 
Spinach that was poisonous was some- 
times found to taste sour, or cheesy ; 
sometimes it tasted normal! The cans 
containing poisonous spinach were swol- 
len in about half the tests.

If there happened to be a following wind, 
the spoon would be more suited for get- 
ting the ball up. It has, or at least 
should have, more loft. 

Then again the lie, that is for shots 
through the green, has to be considered. 
It is sometimes difficult. to get down to 
the ball with a wooden club, where it 
can be gotten fairly casy with an iron. 
Under such conditions, it is of course, 
bétter to use the latter. As to the choice 
for tee shots, it is advisable to use wood, 
unless the player happens to be erratic 
with these clubs. But reasonable dis- 
tance with an iron that keeps the ball 
in the fairway is better than fifteen or 
twenty yards more with the wood that 
leaves the ball in trouble in the rough.

SPOONFUL OF ICE CREAM. 
EN MILLION live, wiggling bac- 
teria are ingested with every 
spoonful of average ice cream in 
Kansas, experimental work now 
being conducted at Manhattan, Kas., 
indicates, according to the agricultural 

college’s announcement of its tests. 

Kansas investigators counted the 
bacteria in 115 samples, which showed 
an average of nearly 2,000,000 bacteria 
per gram, and the ordinary teaspoon 
holds about five grams. The tests 
were made in a commercial Manhat- 
tan creamery. The number of bac- 
terial in ice cream indicates the de- 
gree of cleanliness of the products 
used in making it and the manufac- 
turing plant where it is made. 

A. C. Fay, dairy bacteriologist, in 
commenting on the results of the test, 
said that when a boy buries his nose in 
an ice cream cone he is not concerned 
whether he is eating 10,000 or 10,000,-
